Storm Means Over 
Dollar Tax Boost 


An increase of over a dollar in the tax rate 
will result from the recent record snow-fall 
according to Charles T. Gilliard, superin- 
tendent of the Board of Public Works. The 
total cost, as nearly as could be figured to 
date, was $20,000. The pay-roll through last 
Saturday, according to Town ‘Treasurer 
Eaton, was $13,377.97, which included 530 
envelopes and 50 checks. 

The E.R.A. payroll for the storm was about 
$1500, 

The town streets are now in practically 
normal condition. By Saturday the side- 
walks and gutters of the business secton had 
been cleared of snow, and gridually, during 
the past week workers have shovelled many 
of the town’s sidewalks clear. 

The C.C,C. camp is now pretty well cleared 
up, with the members working all week in an 
efiort to make the foresi roads passable. 
Several cases of frostkite were reported.

Edward Downs, well-known local truck- 
man and call fireman, suffered a severe frac- 
ture of the left leg last Friday afternoon 
when the ladder truck ran over him after he 
had helped free another fire truck from a snow 
bank on Salem street near the residence cf 
William Jaquith. 

Downs was responding to a slight fire in the 
Millett Greenhouses when Combination 3, 
on which he was riding, became stuck in the 
snow.

Albert 
Cole. The ladder truck had stopped, but 
when it started again, Downs slipped. In en- 
deavoring to throw himself away from the 
truck, he slid down a snowbank at the side of 
the road and the rear wheel of the truck 
passed over his leg. Alexander MacKenzie 
was the driver of the truck. 

Downs is in very poor condition at the 
Lawrence General hospital. The large bone in 
his left leg is broken, and his right leg is 
badly swollen.

Raising School Age 


Both Superintendent of Schools and High School Prin- 


ts that High School 
e Reorganized 


A complete reorganization of high school 


| curriculum will be necessary if the proposed 


law now before the General Court for the 
raising of the compulsory school age to 18 
goes into effect, according to the annual 
reports of both Henry C. Sanborn, superin- 
tendent of schools, and Nathan C. Hamblin 
principal of Punchard high school. The pro- 
posed law has the backing of the state depart- 
ment of education, the American Federaticn 
of Labor, and Governor James M. Curley. 

From the tenor of the two reports, both 
local officials seem to question the advisa- 
bility of riaising the school age. Mr. Sanborn 
states: “It is with some apprehension that we 
look forward to increasing the school age so 
that the majority of the children under 
eighteen must remain in school. . . If this law 
is enacted there must be a complete reorgan- 
ization of our high schools. Forcing children 
who are uninterested and who through en- 
vironment or mental ability are not fitted to 
remain in school, certainly creates a problem 
which it will be difficult for even Andover to 
handle.” 

Mr. Hamblin makes the following remarks 
on the law, which he says seems sure to pass: 
“This will not only increase the number of 
high school pupils but will inevitably bring 
in a group ill-equipped for the academic work 
of the secondary school. That we must event- 
ually adapt our program of study to the 
needs of such pupils is a simple corollary of 
the proposition that every youth is entitled 


expense. There is, however, a serious question 
as to whether an individual may not forfeit 
the right by negligence, laziness or sheer in- 
diflerence. Furthermore, there seems to be a 
law of diminishing returns for many young 
people in formal education—a point is 
reached where the best ellorts of teacher and 
pupil alike seem to produce little farther de- 
velopment. Should such pupils be encouraged 
to stay in school?”

boilers in the central heating plant under the 
Samuel C. Jackson school. Both are believed 
by heal school, police and tire authorities 
to have been deliberate acts of a vandal. 

Several suspects have been questioned, but 
nothing of importance was learned, although 
one boy confessed that it was he who last 
year drew the water from the boiler at Indian 
Ridge school, causing considerable damage. 
He stated that he merely was fooling with the 
valves and did not know what would happen. 

Monday morning when the closet in the 
corridor on the second floor of John Dove 
was opened it was discovered that a shelf and 
some paper had been burned. Authorities 
believe that entrance was gained by use of a 
skeleton key, but whoever set the fire locked 
the door on ix again wich the result that the 
fire extinguished itself when the oxygen in 
the closet was burned out. 

A D-X electric wire passes through the 
closet, but Wire Inspector Young, after a 
thorough examination stated that this could | 
not have caused the fire. 

Monday night Edward Doyle, night fire- 
man, found the three boilers almost drained 
when he came on duty. There was no im- 
mediate danger since black coal covered the 
fire almost everywhere, and so after covering 
up some spots where the red coal was begin- 
ning to show through, Doyle summoned 
Edward O'Hagan, the day fireman, and be- 
tween them they refilled the boilers, a pro- 
cess which took one hour and three quarters. 

It is believe that entrance was gained 
through a coal bin window, and it is also be- 
lieved that whoever drained the boilers knew 
something about them, for the water was 
evidently blown off by release of valves in the 
rear of the boilers rather than drawn off.

Loeal Schools to Hold 


Tuberculosis Clinic 


‘Consent Slips’? Have Been Sent to Parents—Should 
Be Returned at Once—Hoping to Catch 
Disease at Start of Infection 


Dr. Caron, of the staff of the North Read 
ing State Sanatorium, which is now taking 
over the work of the Chadwick Clinics in this 
part of the state, has spoken to the teachers 
of the Andover schools about the Clinics 
which will be held soon. 

“Consent slips” have been sent to the 


al schools. It is the earnest desire of the 
School Committee, the Superintendent of 
Schools, the Agent of the Board of Health, as | 
well as of the State Department of Health | 
that all of the slips be returned marked “yes.” 

These slips have been distributed by the 
teachers in the schools to the children of 
sixth, ninth and eleventh grades, to be taken 
home for the parent’s signature. Under no 
circumstances will any child be given this | 
examination without such a signed request. 

Whether the parent desires to have the 
child examined or not, these blanks should be 
returned to the teachers at once. 


Purpose of the Clinics 

In order to solicit the whole-hearted coop 
eration of parents and teachers, the Director 
of these Clinics has prepared this statement 
of their purpose. 

“We have known for a long time that 
tuberculosis does not come out of a clear sky 
to hit us by pure chance. On the contrary 
the germ which is the cause of this disease is 
with us a long time intimately within our 
bodies. The greatest part of these infections 
takes place in childhood, especially when 
there is a person with pulmonary tubercu- 
losis in the home. One case of pulmonary 
tuberculosis almost always comes from 
another. The exception may come from 
drinking unpasteurized milk from tuberculous 
cows. The scoy e of these school clinics is no 
ess than the finding of the beginnings of 
tuberculosis in children. 

“Ordinarily, the beginning of tuberculosis 
seldom presents visible signs or symptoms of 
disease. There are rare cases which develop 
the disease almost at the same time they re- 
ceive the infection. Ordinarily, I repeat, be-

| the disease becomes recognizable. 


cause this is very important, the infection 
takes place in childhood, many years before 


“Is there some method, then, that will re- 
veal this infection before the disease actually 
develops with its accompanying disability, 
long periods of treatment and cloudy future? 

“Dr. Chadwick, for whom these Clinics are 
named, and many other notable workers in 
tuberculosis have shown conclusively that 
such a method exists and your Health De- 
partment uses it in its search for tuberculosis 
in children, This method is the combined use 
of the tuberculin test and X-Ray of the chest. 

“Suppose that your child reacts to the test 
and the X-Ray shows the beginnings of 
tuberculosis infection—what can be done to 
yrevent the development of this disease? 
Usually, we recommend two things: 

1. Do not further expose your child to a 
person in your home “4 is known to have 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 

2. Give extra rest periods and see that 
child has adequate diet and home supervision 
When necessary, put the child under the 
supervision of the family doctor. In extra 
ordinary cases, preventorium care for the 
child may be indicated and this will be taken

Will Lecture on 
Exploration Reward 


Every year men go out on little expeditions 
—not publicized, not famous, not well paid. 
Often they get bare expenses and nothing 
more. Jungle—desert—high mountains— 
difficult tribes. Often no communication at 
all with the outside world. Why do it? Why 
suffer these pains? Why contract diseases 
through hardship? Officially, the answer is to 
gather data, but the “real’’ reason, which lies 
within the men themselves, is the love of a 
strange life and what it may offer. 

Oliver La Farge, author of the Pulitzer 
Prize winning novel, ‘Laughing Boy,” and 
of that fine sea story, “Long Pennant,” will 
tell something of the impulse which drives 
men to strange places, in his lecture at Phil- 
lips Academy, at 8:15, on the evening of 
February 8th. Mr. La Farge is not only a 
writer but an explorer and an archaeologist as 
well. Included in his lecture are weird and 
almost unbelievable tales, but these, strange 
as they may seem, may be given absolute 
credence because of the importance and repu- 
tation of the man who tells them. 

“Playing Indian” as a child, became a seri- 
ous business to Oliver La Farge, the man, All 
through his early schooldays at St. Bern- 
ard’s, Groton, and his later years at Harvard, 
his childhood interest in the life and customs 
of the American Indian never diminished; 
it grew stronger, and developed into an 
earnest and scholarly passion for the study of 
Indian history, customs, and the social status 
of the modern Red Man, Today, La Farge 
is known as one of the finest archarologists 
in that field, as well as one who has won the 
confidence and friendship of the Indians to a 
most remarkable degree. He is famous for 
being able to “talk to the Indians, and get 
anything out of them.” 

In connection with his work at Harvard, 
he made three, expeditions into the Indian 
country of Arizona and Utah, and after re- 
ceiving his A.B. degree, in 1924, La Farge 
made two other trips, into Guatemala and 
Mexico, 1925, 1927, for Tulane University. 
Afterfurther archaeological expeditions, made 
for the Peabody Museum, and the publica- 
tions of their findings, together with occa- 
| sional short stories, La Farge brought out 
“Laughing Boy,” his novel of a young Nava- 
jo boy, for which he was awaciet the Pulitzer 
Fiction Prize of 1929, With this award, of 
course, came international recognition of Mr. 
La Farge’s ability as a novelist, and a reputa- 
tion as a scientist of great scholarship and 
practical experience,

been no infection and an X-Ray is not made 
except on children who are known to be ex- 
»0sed to tuberculosis in the home. However, 
if a red elevation appears on the spot tested 
within forty-eight hours, the child is said to 
be a reactor, that is, he has a positive test. 
This reaction in itself should occasion no 
alarm, as children who are in perfect health 
may show a positive test. What the child 
shows on the X-Ray is the important thing. 

2. All positives are X-Rayed to locate the 
extent of infection in the chest, by a portable 
X-Ray apparatus which is set up in the 
school. The X-Ray findings are used to indi- 
cate whether or not the child should be 
called for a physical examination. Usually, 
about six out of every thirty children are 
called. 

3. This physical examination is made by a 
| physician from North Reading State Sana- 
torium and reports of the findings are sent 
to the parents and to the family physician. 

4. The work of the clinic is case-finding 
only. The supervision of treatment, if any is 
indicated, is made by your family physician. 
If necessary, a Clinic Physician will gladly 
discuss the Clinic findings with your family 
doctor, personally. Parents are also invited to 
be present when the physicial examination is 
made and should discuss the findings on their 
children with the examining physician, 

5. As a result of these examinations, a 
certain relatively small group of children are

taking. These paintings, all of Andover scenes 
and historic houses, while the property of the 

| federal government, and in no sense belonging 
to the library, are, by orders from Washing- 
ton, indefinitely deposited in our custody. 
They give pleasure to many people and are of 
interest to all visitors. From time to time, 
Mr. Coon has lent us other paintings, afford- 
ing a variety of scene. 

On May 31, and June 1, the Massachusetts 
Library Club held a meeting in Andover, one 
of the most successful and enjoyable in the 
history of the organization. The Abbot 
Academy library, the Oliver Wendell Holmes 
library of Phillips Academy, and the Memor- 
ial Hall library were theoretically joint hosts 
to the club, but practically it was the towns- 
people who, with their cordiality and eager- 
ness to co-operate in all plans for entertain- 
ment, made the occasion most memorable to 
the three hundred visiting librarians. Letters 
and messages coming back certainly indicated 

| that the town of Andover made a lasting im- 
| pression, for its excellent library facilities, for 
its natural beauty and for its unparalleled 
hospitality. 

We have had an unusual number of re- 
quests from students and teachers for books 
needed for study and_ self-improvement. 
Such of these books as we could aTord, we 
have purchased. Some, of an unusual nature, 
and others of great cost, we have borrowed 
from other libraries. The Division of Public 
ibraries, in the State House maintains an 
excellent collection of books for students, and 
not only lends them to any library in the 
Commonwealth, but is most helpful in secur- 
ing any volume it does not possess. On one 
occasion we asked for an extremely expensive 
technical volume wanted by a student. They 
| did not have it, but telephoned the Massachu- 

setts Institute of Technology, and the book 
came from there by the next mail. 


It is interesting to add that the Memorial 


Hall library, at the request of the Division of 
Public Libraries, also sent to Technology a 


— 


doctor in a state sanitarium with a volume he 
had requested from Boston. We often ex- 
change loans with the North Andover li- 
brary. These exchanges help all libraries con- 
cerned, and stretch book funds as well as 
supply legitimate requests. 


_ We have also lent many books to the local 
C.C.C., through its educational director. 


Beginning with the first of the year, we 
shall start a new registration of borrowers, 
which is made necessary by the crowding of 
our files. It is interesting to note that the 
number of borrowers registered at the end of 
1934—and this means the actual users of the 
library—is 6025, which is sixty percent of the 
town’s pede ae The standard set by the 
Massachusetts Library Commission for a 
model town library is a yearly circulation of 
five books per capita of the population. The 
Memorial Hall library shows a per capita 
circulation of 8 1-2; and of 13 per registered 
borrower. 

While it is true that, during these years of 
depression, che town appropriation for the 
library has been sufficient to permit nearly 
its usual supply of new books, we have now 
reached the point where the ordinary ap- 
propriation needs to be supplemented by a 
special one for books. This is because the 
greatly increased use of the library during the 
past four years has resulted in a tremendous 
wear and tear upon our books. Former stocks 
are worn out and need replacing. This needed 
work should not be done by cutting out the 
buying of new books. To do so would be to 
deprive us of our ability to keep our readers 
in touch with cu.rent developments and of 
rendering our full contribution to national 
recovery. The Council of the American 
Library Associftion emphasizes this need of 
additional funas for books, and asks all 
library trustees to call this situation to the 
attention of finance committees and of the 
voting public. It also emphasizes the fact 
that such an increase in book funds should 
not be made at the expense of personnel 
equally necessary for effective service. 

We hope that this greatly needed addition 
to our funds may be sufficient to enlarge and 
further develop the work with the children at 
Ballardvale. The branch library there is an 
important adjunct to the local school, and 
should so supplement the schocl work that 
the children could have the books needed for 
all graces under the junior high school. There 
should be a special sum designated for buyfng 
books for Ballardvale, end extra ass'stance 
should be afforded the branch librarian at the 
hours when the children come for books, 


Public libraries have always been among 
the educational institutions which have 
administered their affairs honestly and 
efficiently, at the least cost under normal cir 
cumstances. During the pasc four years the 
Memorial Hall library has handled an in- 
crease in use of 28 percent with the same 
staff and approximately the same appropria- 
tion as in 1929. It has meant a great deal of 
additional work on the part of the staff—all 
working at lower salaries—and a greatly 
ncreased physical and nervous strain. There 
has never been a time in our experience when 
a larger appropriation is more needed than 
for the year to come. It is needed for books, 
for binding, for additional help, and for 
ceneral maintenance. In an epoch of world 
terrorism and unrest, it is especially impera 
tive to preserve every institution which 
stands for education and for enlightenment. 

The town is coming to us for service which 
we are only too glad to render, but which we 
cannot render satisfactorily any longer unless 
we can have more help and more books. Are

More 1934 Cases 
for Health Board 


An increase of 37 in the number of cases 
reported to the board of health in 1934 is 
shown in the annual report of Mrs. Lotta M. 
Johnson, board of health nurse and agent. 
There were 237 in 1934 as compared with 200 
in 1933. Measles showed an amazing jump 
from 31 to 109, and the most serious trouble 
the town had was with scarlet fever where the 
number of cases jumped from 13 to 25. 

Mumps proved a very ino Tensive disease 
last year with only four cases being reported 
as against 56 in 1933, 

Andover’s dogs proved very active with 
34 dogbites being reported as against eight 
in 1933. A new law which went into e‘lect the 
first of the year calls for an expenditure of up 
to $50 per person for treatment and innocu- 
lation with anti-rabies vaccine. 

For the first time in several years Andover 
had a case if diphtheria, a fatal one. It oc- 
curred in a middle-aged person. It is proposed 


hereafter to use a new diphtheria toxoid, con- 
taining no horse serum, thus minimizing the 
ill ettects.

Zoology hus revealed no organism 
more at variance with the popular 
conception of animals than the sea- 


lilles, or crinoids, found in the waters 


of Australia, according to a corre 
spondent in the New York Herald- 
Tribune. When seen for the first time 


It is difficult to believe that they are 
not flowers; yet in all but the stately 
form they are animals, belonging to the 
same family as does the starfish, 

The crinolds grow tn clusters like 
the beds of tiger-liles, and from the 
bed a jointed stalk rises, sometimes to 
a helght of several feet, before the 
“lily” ts produced. Surmounting the 
stem {8 a disk that bears the mouth, 
as in the case of the anemones; but 
the tentacles are much longer, and rise 
around the margins of the disk in such 
@ manner as to simulate a lily with 
marvelous perfection. 

Unlike most of the anemones the 
crinolds tive in deep water, and some 
of them have heen dredged up from 
depths tn which it seems tmpossible 
for such tender and delicate things to 
They were among the earllest 
types of animal life on earth, and their 
fossils are very common. They are in 
such preservation that they were called 
“stone lilies” before their true nature 
was understood,
